Score One for Loyalty Tests 


Loyalty tests for. government em- 
ployées, which were launched’ amid fu- 
rious criticism from certain elements, 
have begun to pay off. 


A young woman employee of the De- 
partment of Justice, together with a Rus- 
sian in the Soviet UN delegation, has been 
arrested on a charge of stealing secret in- 
formation. 


Officials first became suspicious of the 
young woman from information developed 
as result of the loyalty test. She was 
watched closely and was not given access 
to information that really could hurt the 
United States. 


She had been employéd since 1943 and 
quite possibly might: have avoided sus-

- picion altogether had it not been for loyal- 


ty tests which have come about’ in the 
past two years. ; 

Incidentally, this case also points up 
the fact that any employee of the Russian 


‘Government, in ‘whatever capacity, is apt 


to be an espionage agent. The Russian in 
this instance was a member Soviet UN 
delegation secretariat—supposedly inter- 
ested in achieving world peace.

Soviet Crystal Ball 


This business of the Russians holds me. 
Looking at my life, I would say that two sub- 
jects chiefly have intrigued me and that I have 
given to them most of my work, reading and study. One is the 
South, its history, politics, its sociology and its economy. The 
other is international affairs and, in the past 10 years, the Rus- 
sian part in them has fascinated and worried me. | 


I was one of those hopeful ones in 1943-45. Most of us were. 
It was a natural thing. We hoped that out of the common bond 
of bloody sacrifice and heroic endeavor would come a Russia 
which would recognize the right and privilege of another system 
to exist and have its sphere of influence and would co-operate with 
it to make, and keep, a peace. All of us leaned over backwards 
to try to bring that about. 


But the swift and crushing events of history have proved 
otherwise. Now we come to the most important Soviet change 
In at least a decade, and perhaps more—the dismissal of two top 
men, Molotov and Mikoyan, who for almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury have been at Stalin’s right hand and who have been important 
“ost in the Politburo—the 13 men who hold Russia in their 

ands. 


Gloom I would make haste to say that of course my informa- 

tion gained from personal experience in Russia is small. 
My reading and study and di&cussion with persons who do more 
have been extensive. 


So, in attempting to look into the future in terms of the Molo- 
tov-Mikoyan affair, I am looking into a number of crystal balls, 
not merely mine own. I am humble that I do not possess the 
prowess of, let us say, Gypsy, in the Orphan Annie comic strip. 


Nevertheless, I do not like what I see. It is deep with gloom. 


. I think it possible to tie a few strings together and say, 
Strinas “This is for sure.” —s ; 

For example: There cannot be the slightest doubt but that the 
recent statements by Communist leaders in this country, in France 
and pre were ordered before this stunning action of late Friday 
was taken. 


These Communist leaders said they would, in the event of war, 
betray and sabotage their native lands and otherwise seek to aid 
the Soviet Union to conquer and occupy them. 


On the basis of that one may, with some slight assurance, ad- 
vance to the tying of another string to that one. 


They—the Politburo—want to use Vishinsky for a dirty job. 
He is not, and can never be, one of the inner circle. He was 
once a Menshevik, opposed to the Bolsheviks. They will use him— 
as they already have used him—because he has intelligence. They 
have made of him their chief domestic propagandist. His writings, 
his ability to use words to destroy any validity of opposing sys- 
tems and to cause the Soviet mind to accept the Soviet system as 


preferable, make him valuable. 

The UN They used him in the same fashion in the United Na- 
tions. He was speaking for home consumption when 

he used the UN as a sounding board for his acid-like denunciations 

of the United States, of Great Britain and of the Western nations 

generally as war mongers, aggressors, exploiters of peoples, and 

sO on. 


Now, I would say, they have removed Molotov from the position 
he held because they have determined on a new tactic and, I believe, 
a new policy. 

They will, obviously, end: the policy of trying to use the Com- 
munist Parties in the various countries as legal political parties 
seeking to win control of elections and governments. They failed 
in that in Italy and France, and they failed in the Henry Wal- 
lace campaign in this country to make even a respectable showing. 
Also: We may expect the Communist Party in our country and 

others to become more of an underground, spying, sab- 
otaging organization, much as it was 20 years ago, but with more 


aggressive techniques. (Note the most recent spy case in which an 
American Communist was involved.) 


They will, I believe, move troops to’the borders of Scandi- 
navian countries, or close to them. They likely will occupy part 
of Finland. 

But they will not go to war. 


They have failed—and this is a major failure for which the 
Marshall Plan chiefly is responsible—to win a single country with- 
out the aid of their army. They failed to get Greece, Turkey, 
Italy and France. They lost Yugoslavia. It was the Molotov- 
Mikoyan policy. It failed. There had to be a change of operators. 
Others Therefore, other strings may now be tied. 

They already had started on*the new tacties, namely: 


To purge every sort of opposition in the countries they now hold; 
hence the Mindszenty trial, and others of that type. 


They will withdraw from any real diplomatic relationship, 
though they will keep the form of it. Their real foreign office 


. will be the Communist Parties in other countries. 


There is a real possibility they will retire from the United 
Nations. 


Their policy—of trying to win peoples by legal and economic 
pressures—will be changed. 

They simply cannot want war for another 10 or 20 years. 

But you want to know how close we are to war right now?

Mr. Truman Damaged His Own Cause 


WASHINGTON—President Truman may have done serious injury to his campaign to do away 
with Senate filibusters by coming out as he did in favor of letting a simple majority limit’ debate. 
The President’s statement was considered so damaging to the fight by Administration forcés for a 
change in the Senate rules that Majority Leader Scott Lucus felt compelled to say that he disagreed 


with his Chief. 

What the President favors has been a major 
concern of opponents of gloture all along. They 
are afraid that uny further relaxation of the 
rules on limitation of debate will give rise to 
a situation whereby a majority, acting in a high- 
handed manner can shut off debate on a given 
measure at will. This could result in the opposi- 
tion to a bill being denied a forum in which 
to express its views. 


After extensive hearings the Senate Com- 
mittee in charge brought out a proposed 
change in the rules permitting cloture to be 
invoked when voted by a two-thirds ma- 
jority. This is the proposition now before 
th. Senate, plus the provision that cloture 
may be applied either to a pending bill or a 
motion to take up a bill. . The committee by 
a “one-sided vote rejected a proposal that 
would have allowed debate to be limited by 
a constitutional majority of the Senate, which 
is 49 members. | 


But Mr. Truman would go even further than 
the proposa] turned down by the committee. He 
would let a simple majority 
which means that it might be possible for as few 
as 25 Senators to clamp down a gag rule on de- 
bate, since it takes only 49 to form a function-

One of the principal themes ttiey have 
been harping on from the start has been the 
claim that the present amendment is only the 
beginning They have been arguing all] along 
that once the cloture rule is altered the twohirds 
majority rule will be put under assault, with the 
next step aimed at getting a simple majority 
requirement to shut off debate. . 

For this reason the President’s statement had 
a chilling effect on those Senate leaders who 
have been trying to bring about some moderate 
hardening of the cloture rules. It may succeed 
in frightening away enough Senators to make 
certain the defeat of the proposal now before 
the body. 


As things stand today in the light of the 
President’s remarks, many of those involved- 
in the cloture controversy are convinced that 
the proposed change in the rules will be 
licked. Administration leaders supporting 
the change are known to be heavily concerned 
over the outcome of the fight. This ex- 
plains why Majority Leader Lucas has de- 
layed calling on Vice President Barkley for 
a ruling that is supposed to mark tKe crucial 
test in the fight. He is not sure of being 
able to command enough votes to sustain the 
ruling of the chair. 


The Senate has long prided itself on being 
the last great deliberative body in the world 
where complete freedom of debate exists. Even 
though the filibuster is an abuse of these privi- 
leges and sometimes works to the injury of leg- 
islative processes, many Senators feel that it is 
best to permit the practice with all of its attend- 
ing evils rather than take a chance on abridg- 
ing the freedom of debate. ; : 


This is a tradition that cuts very deeply in 


_ the Senate, regardless of party. Every member 


likes to feel that he is never to be put under any 
restraint whatsoever in the manner or duration 
of his speech, The Senate is very cautious about 
giving up its traditions. Hence it would be sur- 

to see the move to alter the rules suc- 
ceed. The President hindered rather than helped 


his cause by speaking as he did. 


Excursion Into Medicine 
Reminders of Faith Help, Too 


Having just been a victim of food poisoning in sunny Florida, 
I thought I might as well write a medical column. Everyone else 
— to be doing it. If you expect to get cured, don’t read any 
arther. 


Years ago, I had been fishing in the Florida keys with Grant- 
land Rice and George Pattullo, one of our best writers until he 
got rich and retired from literature, and we stopped in a little 
place called Craig on the way home, where I bought a sackful 
of live, strong Morro crabs, which are twice as big as the ordinary 
species and three times as fierce. It really takes-a lion tamer to 
handle them. 


We drove back to Miami, about 100 miles, where we had a cot- 
tage by the sea, arriving around 9 in the evening. Some culinary 
expert had told me it improved the flavor if crabs were cooked 
in salt water, so I took off my socks and pants and waded in to 
get a boiler full. Then at great risk I removed the live, fighting 
Morros from the bag one by one and dumped them in the pot. 
Our cook did the rest and very well, leaving them on a shelf 
by the window to cool. The idea was for my wife to put them in 
the refrigerator before going to bed and, incidentally, I hope she 


doesn’t see this column. | 
Test Well, she forgot, so the next morning the hot tropical 
sun was pouring in the window staring the crabs in the 
face when we got up. Then the big questions were (a) whether 
the crabs were fit to eat and (b) whether the consequent argu- 
ment would result in a divorce. We decided to consult experts 
and listed six in various hotels and restaurants. Three said it 
was safe to eat them, two were doubtful and one was so negative 
he suggested looking up an undertaker before swallowing any. 
My wife came to the front with her courage and saved the situa- 
tion. I persuaded her to consume one at lunch to see if anything 
happened. The test was satisfactory and we all ate them for dig- 
ner, including our ‘guests. 

Of course, this taste test is not new, since I know of two other 
authentic cases. 4Vhen Gen. Pancho Villa was fighting in Mexico, 
he was suspicious he would be poisoned by his enemies, and he had 
his wife eat some-of everything served him first to see what hap- 
pened. He had three or four wives at the time, so one might be 
considered expendable. 


Hun A friend of mine, Sgt. Sam Dreben, after a tough 
QTY battle in World War I, took a prisoner whose jaw had 
been badly shot so he could not be used for experimental pur- 
poses. Sam was hungry. He got some sausage from the German’s 
pack, but remembering the warning about poison, looked around 
and found a French soldier. 

“Bon pour le manger,” said Sam. 

The Frenchman ate it. 

“I watched to see if his eyes blinked,” Sgt. Dreben told me 
afterward. “When they didn’t, I finished it up.” 

Finally, a very rich friend of mine was on a trip around the 
world some time ago and when he got tq Bali he had an attack 
which frightened him. Having no faith in the local doctors, he 
telephoned to a London specialist and asked him to rush to his 
bedside by plane, the cost being of no consequence compared to 
the value of the man’s life to himself. The doctor arrived, exam- 
ined him carefully and then said: 

“You’ve got a cold. Put some argyrol up your nose. Ten 
thousand dollars, please.” 

Besides that, my friend had to pay for the chartered airplane.

Congress May Extend '52-20' Benefits 


WASHINGTON—Veterans Administration officials report a 50 percent increase in applications 


for “52-20 Club” unemployment benefits since !ast December. 


The weekly average of these appli- 


cations is now running around 650,000 as compared to 437,000 in December. Current weekly “pay 
load” to the government for these veterans’ benefits is approximately $12,000,000. | 


The “readjustment allowance” law, as the 
“59-20 Club” is known officially, expires July 25 
of this year for most war veterans. Under the 
law former servicemen are eligible for this unem- 
ployment compensation during two years after 
their discharge or up to two years after the offi- 
cial end of the war, whichever is the longer 
period. President Truman declared the war offi- 
cially ended on July 25, 1947. 

An estimated 14,000,000 veterans will lose 
their rights under this law on July 25 unless Con- 
gress extends this date. 3 

Another estimated 1,000,000 servicemen who 
re-enlisted will retain their benefits under the 
law until July 25, 1952. 

Up to March 1, total “52-20 Club” outlays 
were $3,450,000,000. At the present rate of week- 
ly expenditures, it is estimated the program will 
cost around $4,000,000,000 by the July. 25 ex- 
piration date. 

VA officials attribute a considerable part of 
the increased unemployment among veterans to 
severe Winter conditions in the West. The 


largest percentage of new applications have been 
in these areas. However, in recent weeks, large 
increases have also been reported in Eastern and 
other industrial sections. 

This is attributed to the general rise in un- 
employment due to slackening industrial produc- 
tion in a number of lines. 

The first marked increase in “52-20” applica- 
tions was noted early in January, when the week- 
ly average jumped to 570,000. Thereafter, every 
week saw a new increase. By the end of Feb- 
ruary, when the last official figures are avail- 
able, the weekly average was running over 
640,000. 

Leaders of the House Veterans Committee.ad- 
mit that consideration is being given to extending 
“52-20 Club” benefits to veterans. They say that 
considerable mail is being received from all parts 
of the country for such action, and expressed 
the view that this “pressure” would mount if 
employment conditions fail to improve appre- 
ciably in the next few months. ,

there is a dead man’s pedal in the cab of the 
engine that will automatically stop the train if 
for any reason the engineer should suddenly be 
rendered unconscious and unable to perform his 
duties. 


Take it from one who daily operates a Diesel | 


locomotive that this is one of the most over-esti- 
mated devices of safety that is attached to the 
handling of trains today. This dead man’s ped- 
al must be kept pressed down to the floor of 
the cab by the engineer at all times the engine is 
in motion or a spring will release it and apply 
the brakes. However, this pedal is placed in a 
position just in front of the engineer’s seat and 
the engineer is surrounded -by~the control stand 
and brake valve stand in such a manner that .he 
is in a position very much as though he was 
seated at a desk, and should he suddenly be 
rendered unconscious he would, no doubt, in 


most cases mergly slump down forward and still 
hold the dead ‘man’s pedal in running position 
and the train continue on its way. This while 
the fireman is back in the second, third or fourth 
unit working with some gadget that is giving 
trouble and knows nothing of an impending dis- 
aster up ahead. ! 

It might be said that this would not happen 
once in an hundred years. Even so, once is one 
time too many. This is. why the second man is 
needed in the cab at all times the train is in 
motion. Does it make sense to gamble with the 
safety of people’s lives for the sake of the -ex- 
penditure of a few dollars?

If this old system is resurrected in Germany, 
then it will get new life all over Western Europe, 
for it only remains to fit the old pieces back 
together again, and there is evidence of this 
already, notably in the reported rapprochement 
of French and German financial] interests to re- 
sume prewar ties. Conversely, if democracy is 
to survive in Europe, then Germany itself must 
be really democratic. It is not a question of 
the economic restoration of Germany, which is 
recognized as essential, but as to who and 
what interests control it, whether it is: demo- 
cratically controlled, or returned to the feudalists. 


Our policy has reflected an attitude not rep- 
resented by our war aims. Big business influence 
has permeated our setup in Germany from the 
start, though in five successive elections we have 
repudiated the predominance of that same influ- 
ence in management of our own affairs here at 
home. We have exported abroad what we have 
rejected here. Able men drawn from our Gov: 
ernment, men familiar with the problems pre 
sented in our original German objectives, were

~ What Sort of Labor Law? None at All 


I have been asked just what I would propose in view of my declared conviction that our union- 
ism is corrupt, predatory and irresponsible and has forfeited all right to toleration by the people. 


“You wouldn’t outlaw unions, would you?” 


No, I wouldn’t outlaw them, because that would be to forbid people the right to associate. 

I would just jerk the rug from under the whole dirty mess and put unionism back where it was 
before Roosevelt hit upon the idea of cultivating the American Federatiog of Labor and the Congress 
ef Industrial Organizations as a source of political revenues and violent coercive power. 


I would repeal the Taft-Hartley Law absolute- 
ly and pass no law to take its place. 

Unions then would have a right to bargain 
collectively if they could force the employers to 
bargain with them, let them take their own part 
and make them stay within the law. The Govern- 
ment of the United States would be no party to 
their proceedings. The Government would ignore 
them entirely, both employers and racketeers, 
except when they violated Federal law. Then 
the Government would take grand jury action 
or military action according to the necessities 
of the case. Otherwise the Government would 
‘Jet the unions fight it out not so much with the 
employers as with the several States. Union 
riots are properly matters for State authority. 

I would remind the people and make them 
really conscious of the fact that they have a 
legal right to accept work as strikebreakers. I 
would remind them that the police and sheriffs 
and the Governors have an absolute duty to kill 
as many pickets as fhey may have to to pro- 
vide safe passage for strikebreakers to and from 


work. 


‘This business of submitting to mob vio- 
lence—lynching—by goons. under orders 
from union headquarters has done something 
very bad to the citizenship of the people. 
Practically all of us have come to believe 
in a dull, stupid way that pickets have a 
moral right and even a legal right to block- 
ade streets and access to private property 
and tip over automobiles and throw. bricks 
through the windshields. They have no more 
right to do that than you have to go out 
right now and pick out some innocent strang- 
er and slug him over the head with a tire 
iron and leave him a gibbering paralytic 
for life. : 


The preamble of the Wagner Act said it was 
intended to promote and facilitate interstate 
commerce by abating disturbances due to labor 
disputes. Everybody knows by now that the 
mewling old fourflusher who put his name 
to this fraud had no such purpose and no such 
expectation. The Act was designed to drive 
millions of people into unions as taxpaying serfs 
under the worst aggregation of rascals that this 
country had seen since Reconstruction, and to 
provide financial and political power for Wag- 
ner’s party. It was designed to do that and it 


has done just that. It has also caused the worst 
series of riots and lynchings in the life of our 
country.. It has, by cumulative influence, de- 
prived the whole people of a true apprepria- 
tion of their rights as citizens.

Did we ever think a time would come when 
you and I would be forbidden by law to cross 
a State line together to accept lawful employ- 
ment in jobs which two other fellows unknown 
to us had véluntarily vacated while the union 
had the explicit legal right to transport 10,000 
organized and disciplined lynchers from, say, 
New York to Philadelphia? That is so today, 
though. 


The law-abiding citizen can’t cross inte 
another State te accept lawful employment. 
But 10,000 criminals can make the same trip 
as a mob for the purpose of using all the 
force necessary to prevent good citizens from 
working. 


We must be nuts. 

Oh, sure, this would weaken the unions, but 
who suffers from weak unions? The workers? 
Well, I am not stubborn enough to try to show 
that some workers haven’t received raises and 
other benefits under unionism. They would have 
got these benefits anyway in time, but 1 will 
agree that they got some of them a little sooner. 
However, the motive of the union. boss in all 
cases was not to help the workers, but to make 
them fatuously loyal to him so that he could 
retain his power over them‘and over us. 

There is the guy who would suffer if union 
relations, including the handling of riots, were 
returned to the State and the States were to 
regulate unions instead of subsidizing and pa- 
tronizing them. The union boss would have to 
obey laws like the rest of us.

In chemical stimulation tests 
just completed, Erris Fletcher, 
Tift County, obtained 42 barrels 
more gum per crop from trees 
that were treated than from his 
other trees. Expenses for acid and 
equipment for these tests amount- 
ed to the price of three barrels of 


Fletcher carried out the experi- 
ments in chemical stimulation in 
co-operation with the Southeast- 
ern Forest -Experiment Station, 
Lake City, Fla. He used a 50 per- 
cent solution of sulphuric acid as 
recommended by the station and 
—_ it with a plastic spray bot- 


e. 

On test plots where acid was 
applied, faces of trees were chip- 
ped with a bark hack every two 
weeks. Faces or other trees were 
chipped once a week with a wood 
hack. Fourteen streaks were chip- 
ped on the treated faces, from 
which Fletcher obtained 239.5 
standard barrels of gum per crop, 
as compared to a yield of only 


chemical stimulation of trets are 


streaks on the untreated trees. 

Approximately four and one- 
half crops, of 45,000 faces, are 
worked in Fletcher’s naval stores 
program. Chemical stimulation is 
used for three of these crops and 
each year more chippers, or work- 
ers, ask to use the acid. Chippers 
who use it can work almost 8,000 
faces, while the chippers who do 
not can work only 5,000. 

County Agent C. B. Culpepper, 
if Tift County, credits much of 
Fletcher’s success with chemical 
stimulation to the close supervi- 
sion he gives his operations. Cul- 
pepper states that forest fire pro- 
tection has received careful at- 
tention on his farm for many 
years. 

“Fletcher is one of the most ef- 
ficient gum producers in this sec- 


tion,” the County Agent said. “He 
has .co-operated with the naval 
stores conservation program for 
suveral years and devotes a great 
deal of time to the management of 
his woodlands. At present he has 
an extensive thinning operation 
going on, a practice often neces- 
sary to keep timberland at maxi-

The changed farm program in 
the Orchard Hill community has 
resulted in the construction of a 
huge grain elevator here, in which 
grain grown by farmers is stored. 
In operation several years, there 
has been no difficulty in obtain- 
ing grain to store in the concrete 
structure. 

The Orchard Hill One-Variety 
Cotton Improvement Association 
was organized in 1931, being the 
first of its kind formed in the 
State to grow long staple cotton 
exclusively. | 

Representatives of the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Plant Industry, the Geor- 
gia Experiment Station, the Coun- 
ty Agricultural Agent and other 
representatives of the Georgia Ag- 
ricultural Extension Service as- 
sisted in the organization. The 
first year, 19 Orchard Hill farm- 
ers obtained 200 bushels of Stone- 
ville seed from the Experiment 
Station and 200 acres were plant- 
ed from which about 1,800 bush- 
els of seed were saved, This was 
enough seed for 60 farmers to 
plant the adopted variety in 1932. 
From the 1932 crop about 10,000 
bushels of seed were saved, which 
was sufficient to supply all of

This high- 
income. state does. not produce 
anything like enough milk to meet 
its ever-increasing demands. 

Florida, which has increased its 
permanent population twenty-five 
percent during the past 10 years, 
is a big “importer” -of milk and 
dairy products; it will always be a 
dairy-deficit state—especially dur- 
ing the winter months when it 
entertains annually increasing mil- 
lions of. out-of-state bi ae’ This 
market, on the basis of geography, 
belongs logically to

All the Southeast is an expand- 
ing milk market. In no other 
region of the nation are so many 
cities growing so fast. Only’ on

Bigger cities, more _ factories, 
and higher incomes mean greater 
local demands for milk and other 
dairy products. 


Fortunately for Georgia’s farm- 
ers, winter grazing was “discov- 
ered” in time to take advantage 
of the nation’s larger demands for 
meat and milk. 


Not since Oglethorpe planted ~a 
Garden at Savannah two hundred 
pyears ago has any agricultural 
development equalled in potential 
importance the current interest in 
Winter pastures.

Georgia’s winters are ideally suit- 
ed to its growth. ~ 

In the coldest month of Winter 
Georgia farmers can produce lush 
pastures as good as can be grown 
in any part of the nation in any 
season of the year. 

This is an economic advantage 
in milk production that is not 
enjoyed by the Winter handi- 
capped states of the North and 
East. In fact, the Southeast is 
the nation’s only region in which 
Winter grass can be grown in suf- 
ficient abundance to meet the 
requirements of high-producing 
dairy cows. 

But that is not Georgia’s only 
advantage in milk production! 

Winter is the season of great- 
est demand and the shortest sup- 
ply. Winter is the period of high- 
est prices. And winter, fortunate- 
ly, is the best time to produce 
milk,in Georgia. 

Cows bred to calve in the Fall 
give, on an average, 15 percent 
more milk than the same cows 
bred for Spring.calving. Cows that 
freshen in the Fall produce a high- 
er percentage of. butterfat, too. 
And Winter milk has a higher vita- 
min content and is more nutritious 
than Summer-produccd milk. 


High and very profitable milk 
production records can be made 
in Georgia by the combination of 
Fall calving and Winter pastures. 

For two excellent reasons, milk 
production is the best animal: en- 
terprise that thousands of farm- 
ers can add to their present pro- 
duction programs. These reasons 
are: (1) Sale of soil-conserving 
forage, and (2) increase of income- 
producing work days.

This is evi- 
denced by the fact that Georgia’s 
dairy farms have, on an average, 
higher incomes than those of any 
other type. 

This income, however, could be 
increased many-fold if Georgians 
would take advantage of the op 
portunity to produce dairy by- 
products, for which there is a 
ready market right at home: Un- 
fortunately, most of these prod- 
ucts, such as butter, cheese, etc., 
have to be shipped into the State 
to meet consumer demands. An

Atlantan’s Kin 
Stars in Opera

ROME—A husky young Viennese tenor 
named Hans Bierer last night became the 
si first German opera star to appear in Rome 
‘since the war, and he left the great stage at the Teatro 
Dell ra after five hours of singing the title role in 
“Parsifal” with the enthusiastic plaudits of a cynical 
Roman first-night audience who came to hear... but not 
necessarily to approve... their singirig guest. , 

He is considered here as one of the few promising tenors with 
a voice big enough to conquer Wagnerian roles, and they invited 
him to Rome, it was understood, simply because there was no 
Italian who could essay the overwhelming demands of the mystic 
“Parsifal.” , 

I was more than usually alert to the response of the audience 
for two reasons. I had never heard an opera in Italy, the home 
of opera, and Bierer, the visiting star, is the brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Ernst Felber, do-director of The Gallery in Atlanta. 

After being told there were no seats (and what there had been 
were priced at almost $8 each), I ended up sitting in the front 
row with Mrs. Bierer herself, the blonde youngest sister of Mrs. 
Felber, and the handsome, confident girl who has had more than 
anyone else to do with her husband’s sure promise in the world 
of opera. 

She was one of his earliest coaches, and when they married 10 
years ago, she decided his future was far brighter than hers and 
she gave up her own voice to aid in polishing his. 

“One singer in the family is enough,” she said last night, tensely, 
after running backstage between each act to see that her Parsifal 
had a drink of hot powdered coffee that came straight from 
Atlanta. “It is such hard work, developing a big voice like his. It 
is such a rare thing one grows, you know. So many men with good 
tenor voices stop too soon, or think they are finished when they are 
not ready to sing, that we now have only a very few .. . Lauritz 
Melchior, maybe alone ... who can conquer Wagnerian music.” 

Mrs. Beirer was obviously nervous about the uninhibited Italian 
audience at her Austrian husband’s debut. She stiffened, resisting 
possible boos and whistles and jeers, when he strode onto the stage 
in his ragged tunie and long, curly hair, and sang his first aria 
in German. It was a shocking contrast, at first, to the liquid Italian 
of the other members of the company, but the moment passed with- 
out incident, and there were no hisses of rejection. 

At the end of the first agt, when waves of applause broke o¥er 
the audience, Mrs. Bierer smiled and relaxed. “It is not right that 
they clap for this opera,” she said, “because it is too religious 
and mystic, and bravos are not fitted for it. But I am so glad 
that they do it, anyway.” 

An Italian first-night audience is not unlike a first-night audi- 
ence anywhere, however. They come early, dressed sumptuously 
(the man at the door blocks the entrance of anyone not gowned in 
a long dress or a dinner jacket), wear their finest, flashiest jewels, — 
and parade conspicuously to see—and to be seen. - 

The Theatro Dell Opera is like so much of Rome, utterly ade- 
quate from an architectural point of view. It is a round theater,

Live in Fear 
Of Red Peril 


“I found the people of Western 
Europe scared and discouraged,” 
said Dr. Vernon S. Broyles, Pastor 


of the North Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, yesterday as he told of his 
experiences during an eight-week 
trip to France, Switzerland, Italy, 
Austria and Germany. 


Dr. Broyles went to Europe in 
his capacity as Chairman of the 
Overseas Relief Committee of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church 
and also as a member of the 
Board of Directors of the Church 
World Service Organization, a 
Protestant group seeking to re- 
build church life in the war-torn 
countries of, the world. He re- 
turned to Atlanta late Saturday 
night. 


“The Russian menace-hangs like 
a pall over all of Europe,” he said. 
“It creates the fear of another war 
and the people don’t feel like do- 
ing very much to build up what 
the late wer tore down. 

“The Marshall Plan has been 
effective in getting industry start- 
ed again. This gives an external 
appearance of progress. But I 
found that underneath the people 
are pretty much discouraged and 
that is the distressing feature of 
the situation in Europe today.” 


Among the people of Western 
Europe, Dr. Broyles said, there is 
a feeling that Europe can’t stand 
a third World War. 


“I heard that from all classes,” 
he said. “And that creates a very 
serious situation.”
